A. Pro® e review of ttw facta In thla etM* th«r* appears to be 
eerloua doubts as to the actu al speed at alileh the vehicle was traveling 
at ttM tlM of the accident* ^^Hreported that be was driving at a 
speed of twenty-five nllee snflWWBUe the KlUtary Police's report 
atated that tha speed was aiiproadnately fifty adles per hour* The HP's 
report that the prinary oauss of the aooldsst was due to stBsesalve speed 
was apparently based on the condition of the ve hi c le and not froe infor* 
nation secured from any wltneeaes that may have seen tha aeoidant* 

Recent dlscussiona at Headiuarters with mployaes who are fsnlllar with 
the road on which the accident occurred state that it Is a high crownad 
road, haaardous when wet or icy, and that sarious aocidente have hap- 
pened at low rates of speed under such conditions* However, the support- 
ing documentation makes no mmtion of the condition of the road or the 
weather preva&ent at the time of the accident*
